NOTIFICATIONS 
New Delhi, the 5th August 1971 

S.O. 2907. — Whereas, lor the development of the export trade of India certain 
proposals for subjecting Coriander to quality control and inspection prior to 
export were published, as required by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1964, at pages 871-872 of the Gazette of 
India — Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (ii), Extraordinary, dated the 10th July, 
1989, under th e notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Foreign 
Trade No, S.O. 2827, dated the 10th July, 1969; 

And whereas objections and suggestions were invited till the 8th August, 
1969, from all persons likely to be affected thereby; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the public on the 10th 
July, 1969; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from the public on the 
said draft have been considered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), and after consulting the 
Export Inspection Council, the Central Government, being of the opinion that 
it is necessary and expedient so to do for the development of the export trade 
of India, hereby — 

(1) notifies that Coriander shall be subject to quality control and inspection 
prior to export; 
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(2) specifies the type of inspection in accordance with the Export of 

Coriander (Inspection) Rules, 1971, as the type of inspection which 
shall be applied to such Coriandor prior to export; 

(3) recognises the grade designations formulated under the Coriander 

Grading and Marking Rules, 1964. as the standard specifications for 
Coriander; 

(4) prohibits the export in the course of international trade of Coriander, 

unless a mark or seal or label recognised by the Central Government 
has been affixed or applied to packages or containers of such Coriander 
and is accoilmanied by a Certificate of Grading issued by the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of India 
Directorate of Marketing and Inspection, or any other officer of 
that Directorate, authorised by him in this behalf, in token of its 
export-worthiness. 

2- Nothing in this notification shall apply to export by sea. land or air of 
samples of Coriander not exceeding in value of rupees twenty to the prospective 
buyers. 

3 . In this notification, “Coriander" means Coriander (Corlandrum sativum L,.), 
whole and powder, produced in India, 

4. This notification shall come into force on 1st September, 1971.

(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules, namely; — 

1 . Short title and commencement. — ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Export 
of Coriander (Inspection) Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st September, 1971. 

2. Definition. — In these rules “Coriander" means Coriander (Coriandrum 
sativum L.), whole and powder, produced In India, 

3. Procedure of Inspection of Coriander prior to export ( 1 ) The provisions 

of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 (l of 1937), the 
General Grading and Marking Rules, 1937, and the Coriander Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1964, shall, so far as may be, apply to the inspection of Coriander 
prior to export. 

(2) If on inspection of the consignment of such Coriander, the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser to the Government of India, Directorate of Marketing and 
Inspection or any other Officer of that Directorate, authorised by him in this 
behalf, is satisfied that the same complies with the standard specifications und 
has been labelled and packed according to these rules, he shall issue a Certificate 
of Grading in token of its export-worthiness.
